New Building Safety Code 


A COMPREHENSIVE CODE of safety regula- 
tions covering more than a _ million 
workers in the construction industry in 
Great Britain will come into operation 
on March | next year. This is the effect 
of two orders,* made by the Minister of 
Labour, Mr. John Hare, which were 
presented to Parliament on Tuesday 
(August 22). 

The regulations incorporate amend- 
ments to the statutory drafts published 
in October, 1960, recommended by Sir 
George Honeyman, QC, in his report on 
the public inquiry he held in February 
and March this year to hear objections to 
those drafts. This reportt was also pub- 
lished on Tuesday. 

They are designed to provide protec- 
tion for workers employed both above 
and below ground in the building and 
civil engineering industries. They impose 
requirements for the construction, use 
and examination of lifting appliances, 
lifting gear and lifting tackle used for 
building operations and works of engi- 
neering construction. 

They also require the appointment of 
safety supervisors in firms employing 
more than 20 persons, the provision of 
safe working places and means of access 
to them, and include provisions for the 
safety of excavations, shafts, tunnels, 
caissons, for the operation of vehicles, 
and for precautions in demolition work 
and a number of other matters. In the 
case of building operations the regula- 
tions replace similar requirements in the 
Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 
Regulations, 1948.

Late Contracts 


MESSRS. PAULING AND CO. LTD. has been 
awarded two contracts by the Metro- 
politan Borough of Wandsworth. They 
are for 308 dwellings (including roads, 
sewers and ancillary works) on the Edge- 
combe Hall housing scheme, Southfields, 
value £1,177,666. The architects are 
Messrs. Clifford Culpin and Partners; and 
the quantity surveyors, Messrs. Gardner 
and Theobald.

This comprises 56 flats 
in a 15-storey block, 16 maisonettes in 
two 4-storey blocks and eight 2-storey 
terraced houses (total 80 dwellings), value 
£245,832. The architects are Sir Lancelot 
Keay, Basil G. Duckett and Partners. 
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Building and the European Common Market 


BRITAIN has applied to join the European Common Market. 
Even at this advanced stage nothing may come of this 
application ; but it is more than likely that by the middle 
of next year this country will be virtually committed to 
some form of trading link with Europe. How would 
building be affected ? 

At present France, West Germany, Italy, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Luxemburg are included in the Common Market ; 
they are the six countries that signed the Treaty of Rome 
on March 25, 1957. The main purpose of the community 
is to establish a common economic unit in which trade, 
persons and capital can move freely, and to achieve a 
closer union among European peoples. The ‘ Six’ are com- 
mitted to common policies on agriculture, transport and 
commercial dealings with the rest of the world, and to 
close collaboration on economic, monetary, financial and 
social policies. Tariffs between member countries have 
already been reduced by 30 per cent and a further cut of 
at least 10, possibly 20 per cent will be in force by the 
end of 1961. Eventually, there will be a common external 
tariff. 

If Britain joins, the manufacturers of building materials, 
components and equipment will, no doubt, have their 
anxious moments. Bricks from the Common Market coun- 
tries now carry an import duty of 10 per cent, cement 5 
per cent, tiles 15 per cent while there is a complicated 
range of import duties for steel products. During times 
of acute shortages imports of these materials have been 
found worthwhile, even after import duties and heavy 
freight charges have been paid : they could prove even 


more worthwhile if the duties were abandoned. There 
have also been substantial imports of glazed tiles from 
Western Europe: prices of imported asbestos cement pro- 
ducts and flat glass are competitive at present; while 
competition could become particularly keen in the field 
of building fitments which involve considerable manufac- 
ture, such as locks, taps and valves. Competition from 
Europe could, in fact, reduce, or tend to stabilise, the 
prices of building materials, thus facilitating firm price 
tendering. It could also help to alleviate some of the 
irksome delivery delays that occur at present. 

It is difficult to envisage the building industry, as such, 
suffering seriously at the hands of European contractors. 
Apart from the small number of national concerns, build- 
ing is essentially a local industry. In any case contractors 
operating abroad, notably in the underdeveloped countries, 
seem to be holding their own well enough. The building 
professions, particularly the architects, might face diffi- 
culties arising from a freer movement of persons: building 
would not be the first British product for which Continen- 
tal designers have been employed. Similarly for the 
building unions: it must be a sobering thought that Con- 
tinental building labour might ultimately find its way to 
this country. Ultimately, because this is mostly supposi- 
tion since the movement of persons question is still far 
from settled by the ‘ Six.’ Indeed, Britain might still have 
the opportunity of influencing the final outcome. 

When all is said and done it is the broader implications 
ot the Common Market arrangement that are likely to 
have the most important impact on the industry. The 





view is widely held that the entry of Britain to Europe 
would force industry in general to become both more effi- 
cient and more competitive. If this should prove to be 
the case, the building industry could not escape the con 
sequences Any industry, organisation, or individual 
seeking to cut its costs look very closely at 
what it pays for its buildings, and for the upkeep of 
them. Fortunately the industry still has time to prepare 
itself to meet such a challenge. The Prime Minister has

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said that the Common Market negotiations are bound to 
take some time. Not until 1970 is it expected that the 
economic union will be fully operative. Whatever the 
final outcome, it is time that could be put to good advan 
tage by builders, the building professions, and the building 
unions in ensuring that their house is right in order. This 
could lead to a number of heart but, on 
balance, whatever the outcome of the pending negotia 
tions, the effort should be well worthwhile.

The London Traffic Problem 


SHOULD the railways in the London area be improved so 
as to make it easier and quicker to travel by rail than by 
road ? According to MR. DONOVAN LEE, consulting engineer 
(writing in ‘ The Builder’ of August 18), this is likely to 
be more effective and less expensive than the further very 
expensive improvements to the highways beyond those 
already contemplated that will otherwise become necessary. 
Recent American thinking has tended towards subsidising 
existing urban rail transport; for example, Philadelphia and 
other cities, such Angeles, have considered the 
construction of new urban railways, and in that case also

Seattle. In all these cases the desire is to attract passenger 
traffic off the roads and it has been suggested the cost of 
doing this may be only half that of a 
improvement of the highways.

few years he proposes that commuting motorists should 
be discouraged from entering the inner area with their cars 
rhus parking of cars in streets, it is suggested, would be 
prohibited in the central area for periods in excess of four 
hours after 8 a.m. and before 6 p.m. Parking garages, 
preferably on the fringe of the area, are suggested for those 
motorists to whom rail travel access to the inner area is 
difficult. We understand this is intended mainly to free 
the streets of private cars except for those entering the 
inner area for short periods, for example, for shopping. 

To enable this to be possible he suggests various 
improvements to the railways to enable quicker crossing 
of London for through travel and more direct access by 
rail from the outer areas to the far side of the inner area 
Thus some of the proposals are intended mainly to facili 
tate direct travel without change of train from the oute1 
area to a number of points in the inner area while others 
are intended to make easier and quicker journeys right 
across London. Importance is attached to these proposals 
for the more far reaching consequences of making rail 
travel more convenient as well as quicker. 

Because of the difficulties of through running between 
third and fourth rail electric trains of the Southern Region 
and London Transport, over lines now equipped, or to be 
equipped, with overhead electric traction, it is suggested 
the two be kept separate. Suburban Southern (Central) 
Region electric trains now terminating at Victoria, it is 
suggested, should travel underground via Green Park and 
Oxford Circus to King’s Cross coming on to the surface 
between Canonbury and Finsbury Park, so as to terminate 
at Highgate by reopening that branch and give interchange 
facilities at Finsbury Park with Eastern Region suburban 
services. This proposal is an alternative to the Victoria 
King’s Cross-Walthamstow tube (Route C of the 1949 
proposals and now temporarily abandoned as a result of 
the Government’s new economy measures). 

The suggestions as regards highways extend those pro 
posed by the LCC, in particular to provide an inner North 
Circular motorway enabling provision of a fast route for 
all traffic from the West to East London, Essex and the 
Docks, avoiding the Inner Area. Similarity and differences 
of the various proposals for improved highways in the 
London area may be seen in the two road plans illustrated. 
It is to be noted that all proposals visualise a West London 
motorway generally alongside the route of the West 
London Railway to connect the South with Western- 
avenue. Mr. Lee proposes, in addition, that Portsmouth- 
road traffic should by-pass both Putney and Wandsworth 
by a short motorway from West Hill, Wandsworth, to the 
Chelsea Embankment, adjacent to Lots Road Power 
Station and also connecting with an extension of the South 
Circular Road to the suggested West London Motorway. 
Further point is given to Mr. Lee’s suggestions by the 
latest report of London Transport, some details of which 
are given on facing page, which indicates the ever-grow- 
ing pressure on the existing transport facilities. It is to 
be hoped that the authorities concerned will give Mr. Lee’s 
proposals the attention that they deserve. 
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Rail Property Development ; 


THE REQUIREMENTS of town planning, 
rising land values and the pressure on 
central areas all combine to make the 
redevelopment of the large areas of land 
owned by the railways in London and 
other cities a matter of importance to 
the whole community and not just to 
the railways. It is satisfactory, therefore, 
to learn that the company to be set up 
by the British Transport Commission to 
accelerate the development of railway 
property, which was forecast in the Com- 
mission's report for last year, is getting 
ready to start its activities, as is indi- 
cated by the appointment of Mr. Roy 
Matthews, a surveyor, and chairman of 
Crosse & Blackwell (Holdings) Ltd., as 
deputy chairman. 


The function of the company would be 
to hold a minority interest in various 
development companies in partnership 
with commercial developers. This form 
of participation is necessary because of 
statutory restrictions which prevent the 
Commission itself from fully exploiting 
its property. It is understood that Mr. 
Matthews’s appointment is a Commission 
and not a Ministry appointment, and the 
salary is not disclosed. The name of the 
chairman of the property development 
company has not yet been announced. 


Roads and Railways 

CENSUS FIGURES issued by London Trans 
port last week show a substantial increase 
in the number of people who enter the 
West End and City—the choked * inner 
area’—-by public transport. A loss of 
passengers on bus routes (stated as being 
caused by traffic congestion, staff shortage 
and increased use of private cars) has 
been more than compensated by increased 
traffic on the underground railways. This 
little ‘ success ’ story once again spotlights 
London as an over-populated, badly 
planned, inadequately serviced city with 
a conglomeration of roads and railways 
that desperately need replanning. 

Increasing use of the available transport 
facilities quickly overtakes any attempt to 
satisfy demands. Whether the demand 
will ever be adequately catered for at the 
present rate of progress is a question 
which J, S. Tatton Brown, Mayor of 
Chelsea, enlarges upon in a recent letter 
to ‘The Times’. In concert with many 
experts Mr. Tatton Brown advocates more 
underground railways as the only solution 
to London’s motor car problem. He 
makes a plea for the duplication of exist- 
ing lines so that fast through trains may 
be run. In particular we should start, he 
continues, the Euston-Victoria line, pro- 
longing it westward underneath the whole 
length of the King’s road. 

Such admirable suggestions have been 
made by experts and laymen alike for a 
couple of decades now. The answer has 
always been that the cost is prohibitive. 
But, as the Mayor of Chelsea points out, 
so are traffic blocks.

Notes of the Week 


Re-issued ; 


John Evelyn’s ‘Invective’ Re-issued 


JOHN EVELYN, diarist, courtier, scholar, 
one of the founders of the Royal Society, 
and a forestry expert, was appalled at the 
smoke and dirt that covered 17th-cen 
tury London. He was moved to write 
his famous tract or discourse, ‘ Fumifu 
gium: or the Smoake of London Dissi 
pated,’ which he presented to Charles II 
in 1661, by whose command it was pub 
lished. In recognition of this tercentary, 
the National Society for Clean Air has 
published (from Field House, EC4, price 
5s. cloth, 2s. 6d. paper back) a new edi 
tion, illustrated with original woodcuts. 
It is a work well worth possessing, for it 
can be placed among the rarer classics 
and enjoyed for its literary qualities alone 
as well as for its perceptive observations. 


THE FIRST PART Of the book is an ex 
amination of the nuisance and of the 
importance of pure, clean air, and on the 
harmful effects of living in-——-or even visit 
ing—London. The second part deals with 
the remedies—all the industries which 
make smoke should be banished from 
London—to the other side of Greenwich! 
The third part of the Invective (one of 
Evelyn's own terms) is ‘an offer at the 
Improvement and Melioration of the Air 
of London, by way of Plantations, etc.’ 
Trees, shrubs and flowers would be so 
placed in and around London. in planned 
open spaces, so that ‘the whole City 
would be sensible of the sweet and ravish- 
ing varieties of the perfumes, as wel 
as of the most delightful and pleasant 
objects, and places of Recreation for the 
Inhabitants.’ 


‘Squeeze’ on House Building 


COMMENTING immediately after the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer’s ‘ Little Budget’ 
in July, upon the effects of the Govern- 
ment’s economic proposals on the build- 
ing industry, Mr. Peter Trench, Director, 
NFBTE, said that the house building sec 
tion of the industry might be affected 
most. Recent events are bearing this out. 
Last week it was reported that one of the 
largest of the local authorities, Middlesex 
County Council, had suspended its home 
loan scheme and now news that 
the insurance companies are to apply the 
brake. 

At present, it is true, the building 
societies are not contemplating any fur- 
ther increases in mortgage rates following 
the raising of the Bank rate, but local 
authorities, as a result of higher rates 
charged by the Public Works Loan Board, 
have increased their rates of interest to 
borrowers to 74 per cent on a 20-year 
mortgage. Moreover, such loans by local 
authorities are at a fixed rate of interest 
for the full period of repayment with no 
hope of a decrease, which under present 
circumstances would appear to make a 
loan from a building society, if obtain- 
able, a better financial proposition.

John Evelyn's ‘Invective’ 
Dogs on Guard 


The action of the insurance companies 
has been taken as a result of a request by 
Lord Cromer, Governor of the Bank of 
England, that they should restrict finance 
for property development. Normal ad- 
individuals on the security of 
their insurance policy will not be affected, 
and loans for house purchase coupled with 
endowment insurance will also continue 
unchanged. However, interest rates are 
now so high that they tend to discourage 
demand 

The British Insurance Association, 
representing 250 companies, has, at Lord 
Cromer’s request, asked its members to 
cut down advances that will not benefit 
the export drive, particularly for property 
development. Existing commitments wil! 
be honoured, and the curb is to b@ applied 
only to new propositions. Thus the re 
strictions will come into effect only gradu- 
ally, and are unlikely to affect building 
activity or property values for some time. 

Against this rather depressing back 
ground it should be remembered that 
private enterprise house building has 
shown a remarkable resilience in recent 
years in the face of recurrent financial 
difficulties. There seems no reason why 
this trend should not continue.

Dogs on Guard 


WAR AGAINST THEFT and damage to build 
ing sites has been taken very 
by one firm of building contractors. Sir 
Robert MacAlpine and Sons has taken 
the advice of its security officer, an 
ex-superintendent of police, to employ 
Alsatian guard dogs to replace tradi- 
tional night watchmen on its building 
sites. Initial experiments on the South 
Bank Shell site have been successful and 
it is intended to recruit and train more 
dogs for this use. 

The security officer, Herbert Hannam, 
formerly of Scotland Yard, thinks that 
not only do dogs, and warning notices 
about them, act as a deterrent to would 
be thieves and vandals; they are more 
effective for large sites and multi-storey 
buildings than the ‘ watchman who limps 
and is nearly 80." The dogs quickly scent

Suburban Redevelopment 


The redevelopment by private en 
of obsolescent suburban residen 
tial areas which is now taking place on 
a considerable scale, while often showing 
a welcome improvement architecturally, 
is in many cases far from satisfactory 
from the point of view of layout and 
amenity. In fact, a pattern is emerging 
that ought to be looked at very critically 

before it is allowed to go too far. 
Generally this pattern can be described 
as follows: The developers naturally pack 
as much accommodation on a site as the 
planners will allow, mostly in the form 
f flat three, or more, storeys 
The existing road system and building 
lines are preserved, while the often large 
gardens at the rear are concreted over 
and used for garage accommodation. In 
the process most of the vegetation dis 
often including many shrubs and 
grown trees. The garden’ space 
retained at the front is generally 
l d and grassed or paved over. An 
f bareness and aridity, back 
front, is thus produced, which is 
worsened by use or neglect: oil and

The old 
St. Paul’s with its spire of timber and 
slates reaching nearly 580 feet high was 
repaired for the fourth time by Jones to 
the lowest storey. Most of the stone he 
used was from Grove Quarry, Redcroft. 
For the new St. Paul's, as seen today, the 
Portland stone was obtained in part from 
the same quarry and in part from Gos 
ling’s quarry. 

The stone was bought for Is, 44d. per 
cubic foot at quarries and delivery of it 
to London cost from 94d. to 9d. per cubic 
foot. The price rose while St. Paul’s was 
being built. But there were ‘fiddlers’ 
and swindlers among the London agents. 
Often the best stone was bought but 
intermixed was some bad stuff. Stone 
from the very same quarries also 
delivered to Oxford but the cost was 4d 
more for delivery. In Oxford the price 
of stone played a more important part, 
and a cheaper stone was obtained which 
is why today so much is seen decom 
posed. But it should not be looked 
that the architectural and surveying pro 
fessions still think, if a new property can 
last for 60 years, that it is a good and 
well-built property. Craftsmen 5 ago 
as today were craftsmen and are 
not to be blamed for the condition of 
materials sent on jobs

NOW THAT the establishment of a Uni- 
versity at Coventry has been approved by 
the University Grants Committee, the 
Coventry Society of Architects wishes to 
propose that an Institute of Advanced 
Research in Town Design be established 
as a department of the University. 

Many towns in Great Britain were built 
in the 19th century and are now one 
hundred years old or more. They are 
worn out and in urgent need of rebuild- 
ing In addition more new towns are 
required to reduce congestion within the 
existing towns and in the overcrowded 
parts of the country. The motor car has 
transformed the fundamental nature of 
towns and cities to such an extent that 
a completely fresh approach to the prob- 
lems of urban development is called for. 


The Problem 


Plans for urban renewal will need con- 
sideration with regard to function, 
appearance, construction and cost. They 
will involve private and public deve- 
lopers, central and local government, the 
citizens as individuals, and the com- 
munity a whole. Their impact will be 
felt for generations and social advantages 
must be measured against cost in a far- 
sighted evaluation of the problems. In 
addition there is the complicated pro- 
cess of putting proposals into effect 
which requires a contribution from many 
professions working team.

It is envisaged that an Institute of the 
type proposed would bring together for 
post-graduate study administrators, archi- 
tects, artists, builders, economists, engin- 
eers, lawyers, planners, sociologists, 
surveyors, in fact everyone who has 
something to contribute to town design 
and construction. A series of research 
projects would provide the basis for 
analysing the problems in general, and 
in relation to specific towns, so that the 
results could be of practical value to 
those concerned with the day-to-day task 
of dealing with urban renewal and with 
the design of new towns.

gested, be organised on a national and 
an international basis.

project. The British Council already 
organises annual study courses for 
foreign architects and town planners 
in Coventry, and numerous individual 
specialists, sponsored at Government 
level, come from abroad for post- 
graduate study, many of them being 
attached to Departments of the City 

Corporation. Coventry with its many 

international links seems a natural 

centre in this respect. 

b. In this country, support is likely 
to be forthcoming from such bodies 
as the Civic Trust, the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, and other pro- 
fessional institutions. Support too 
could be expected from local authori- 
ties and other organisations who 
would stand to benefit from the re- 
search carried out by the Institute. 

c. It is anticipated that some finan- 
cial support could be counted on from 
industries concerned with urban re- 
newal, for example, the building indus- 
try and the suppliers of materials and 
equipment. In addition, the motor car 
industry might well be persuaded to 
make a contribution towards the 
solution of problems which would 
facilitate the appropriate use of their 
products. 

The Institute proposed would be essen- 
tially post-graduate with a main emphasis 
on research. In this way it would not 
compete with the existing Schools of 
Architecture and Town Planning in the 
Midlands area. Its work would in effect 
be complementary and a collaborative 
relationship could be established. There 
is a need for research into the form of 
education required for the _ various 
specialists who contribute towards the art 
and science of town design. 

One of the most persistent difficulties 
encountered throughout the country is 
the separation which exists between the 
contributing professions, and it is 
apparent that this separation is due partly 
to the way in which the various profes- 
sions are educated at graduate and post 
graduate level. It is submitted that there 
is need for research into the education 
1f the professions concerned to 
whether a system could be devised which 
would bring them together at a much 
earlier stage in their graduate studies, 
and such research could well emerge from 
the more practical work that the Institute 
would undertake. 

It might well be considered then that 
the University should establish a new 
graduate course based on its findings and 
so give a lead to the rest of the country 
in a re-integration of professional educa- 
tion as related to those who participate 
in the whole process of town or environ 
mental design.

This unusual restaurant will be near 
the top of the tower which the Ministry 


of Works is building for the Post Office 
just off Tottenham Court-road, London. 
The tower is needed for transmitting 
and receiving micro-wave links for 
the television and telephone service. 


These links require a clear line of sight 
from point to point and the tower must 
be high enough to clear high buildings 
going up or projected for the London 
area. 


As well as a restaurant, the tower will 
have a tea and snack bar for people who 


do not want full restaurant service, and 
two public observation platforms—one 
covered and one open. Two high-speed 


lifts will go to the top of the tower. 


The announcement about the 
tower and the reasons why it is wanted 
were given by the Postmaster-General, 
Mr. J. R. Bevins, MP, on February | this 
year, and an earlier design was illustrated 
in ‘The Builder’ of February 10. The 
Ministry of Works has now completed 
the design and the constructional details 
of the building, and a start has already 
been made on the foundations which are 
being constructed by Peter Lind & Co.

To check the possible behaviour of the 
tower, the Ministry of Works asked the 
National Physical Laboratory to test a 
model in their wind tunnel at Tedding- 
ton. An 8-ft.-high scale model was made 
of materials of the same relative strength 
as those that will be used in the actual 
building, and this was subjected to a 
series of tests. As a result the NPL was 
able to report that the behaviour of the 
tower would be satisfactory. 

The foundation of the tower will be 
a 90 ft. sq. slab of pre-stressed reinforced 
concrete set 20 ft. into the ground. Above 
this will rise a base formed by a web of 
reinforced concrete ribs in the shape of 
a pyramid and forming the support for 
the tower. 

To give greater stability, the tower will 
be linked to the adjoining new buildings 
for the Museum telephone exchange by 
a bridge deck 80 ft. above the ground. 

The total weight of the tower and its 
foundations is 13,000 tons.

The oil 
company has announced that, since they 
already have a refinery at Rotterdam and 
share one in Southern Ireland, they do 
not now need one in Britain. The pro- 
perty upon which a refinery was to be 
built is being put up for auction by the 
company.

Cheaper Off-Peak Electricity Talks 


A FURTHER MEETING between representa- 
tives of the London Electricity Board, the 
London County Council and local autho- 
rities within and outside London is ex- 
pected later in the year to discuss the 
authorities’ request for lower charges for 
off-peak floor warming. A report on a 
meeting earlier this year, just published 
by the metropolitan boroughs’ standing 
joint committee, refers to the concern 
expressed by 14 metropolitan borough 
councils which have installed under-floor 
heating and others who would consider 
installing it if this form of heating were 
cheaper. 

On behalf of the Board it was stated 
that it was most anxious to develop off- 
peak use of electricity and would take all 
practical steps to do so. No promise 
could be made, however, that tariffs 
would be reduced. After a full discus- 
sion of the various suggestions made it 
was agreed that there should be another 
meeting later in the year, when possibly 
the result of a tariff review at present 
being undertaken by the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board will be known. 


Building in S. London Exhibition 


AN EXHIBITION entitled ‘ New Patterns for 
Old Boroughs’ is to be held in September 
which, it is hoped, will create interest in 
the rebuilding of South London. It is 
not intended solely for the expert, but for 
those who may not be fully aware of the 
qualities of new architecture and land- 
scape. It will provide an opportunity for 
those who regret the passing of well-loved 
landmarks to compare them with their 
successors, and for others to look at the 
plans behind developments which may at 
present appear to them to be confusion. 

The largest section of the exhibition 
will be called ‘ Living in the Space Age,’ 
and will deal with subjects of immediate 
interest to al] those who live in the area. 
With models and large photographs it will 
show what it is like to live twenty-one 
storeys high, and how this type of devel- 
opment can affect children and the 
elderly. Other developments will be 
shown, together with the types of hous- 
ing which they replaced. Another sectjon 
will show old schools and play areas for 
comparison with the new. Models and 
pictures will show the South Bank, 
Crystal Palace and Elephant and Castle 
of old in contrast with these sites when 
their development is complete. 

The exhibition is being held at the 
South London Art Gallery, Peckham-road, 
SE5, from Tuesday, September 12, to 
Saturday, September 30. It will be open 
from 10 a.m. till 6 p.m. each day and 
3 p.m. till 6 p.m. on Sundays. Admission 
will be free.

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More Everyday Things

HISTORY and architects repeat themselves, 
of which I am sure I must provide ample 
evidence in this column. Nevertheless, it 
is not always a bad thing to be reminded 
of some of the recurring sources of 
trouble on our jobs, and one of the things 
I feel I can never say enough about is 
door and window furniture. In trying to 
cheapen costs, I fear this is one of the 
items that has suffered most. and it is 
time we took a look at what we are doing, 
for we have put up with the kind of door 
furnishings that come off in your hand 
long enough. 

A cheap lock with a cheap and ill-look- 
ing key; a good lock and a smooth engine- 
precision key. Both have a story to tell. 
You can almost tell the type of house a 




















man lives in by the bunch of keys he 
carries around. Few of them would grace 
the chatelaine of the Victorian mistress 
of the house. 

Why do we still put locks on every 
door in the house, thinking there may be 
a day when each door must be locked, 
and then proceed to lose all the keys? 
One key for the lot, of course, is the 
answer, which would at least offer a 
reasonable hope of not getting lost. As 
we know full well, the doors will seldom, 
if ever, be locked at all and so we chance 
our arm on cheap ones. 

I wonder who first invented or designed 
or produced the oval door knob. I would 
not care to venture an opinion on whether 
this should be placed vertically or hori- 
zontally on the door, but the question 
would provide excellent material for a 
lunch-tadle discussion at the AA. Even 
then, I think you would have to take a 
vote if you wanted an answer, or alterna- 
tively decide on round ones instead. 

Lever handles are the most troublesome 
of all; they develop more pains in their 
necks than any real neck could possibly 
endure. They have to withstand ill- 
treatment by masterly fists, and they 
should have a spring to balance the lock, 
which is seldom strong enough, with the 
result that the handle is usually askew. 
It is a constant source of wonderment to 
me that they stay on the door at all. 

Casement stays and fasteners are 
another source of trouble. They are 
seldom properly designed, and I would 


lronmonger 


invite the manufacturers to give some 
fresh thought’ to this much-used, oft- 
complained-of item in their ironmongery 
list. 

It is worth noting that we have seldom 
been successful in this country in the use 
of espagnolette bolts such as they have in 
France and other countries. Perhaps 
this is because they do not belong to us 
by tradition, any more than the French 
hinge which developed into enormous 
proportions from six to nine inches long 
on the knuckles and was made a feature 
of the door. 

I raise these points because I have en- 
countered of late a growing dissatisfaction 
with the cheap furniture which is being 
served to us. Architects themselves are 
partly to blame, for when a contract has 
to be cut, these are among the first items 
we look to for savings. One thing I would 
say to all architects and architects’ assist- 
ants whose job it is to detail doors and 
windows or any other fitting with iron- 
mongery furniture: do show the furni- 
ture on your drawing so that you may 
know you have enough room to accom- 
modate it and that no cutting away on the 
job will have to be done and that there is 
enough wood to hold the screws. Metal 
windows and doors have a better chance 
of coming through unscathed, since the 
fastenings are part of the design and have 
had to be considered with the structure. 


Ancient Buildings 


The SPAB Annual Course 

THE Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings is again, at its annual course 
in October, providing facilities for archi- 
tects, surveyors, clerks of works and 
those interested in and responsible for 
old buildings to obtain knowledge of the 
principles and methods of repair. This 
course includes lectures, discussions and 
visits, to cover the many important 
aspects of repair work, and although it is 
primarily for the architectural and build- 
ing professions, it is open to those par- 
ticularly interested in the repair and 
maintenance of old buildings. 

The Society is anxious that there 
should be an understanding, not only of 
traditional constructional methods, but 
also of the principles underlying the 
sympathetic treatment of old buildings, 
whether ecclesiastical or secular. In view 
of the specialist nature of this type of 
work, the Society believes that the oppor- 
tunity to study at first hand some of the 
problems which arise will be helpful to 
those interested in this subject, and par- 
ticular emphasis is laid on this practical 
aspect of the course. The Society insti- 
tuted this course in 1951, and it has been 
a yearly event since then.

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The decline of the garden suburb 


an alternative urban proposition both to 
the high rise apartment blocks, and to 
the rapidly increasing spread of suburbs 
in every city. Densities should arise out 
/f optimum conditions rather than from 
visions. Such housing 
should be capable of modular standardi- 
sation, and should be designed for flexi 
bility over a long peried Only by 
adopting prefabrication can the present 
housing demand be satisfied. 

The degree of standardisation which is 
envisaged can be no justification for 
damning criticism. Historically the con 
struction of houses today has reached an 
almost farcical low, and the desire for 
the individual facade, the lietmotifs 
organised by Voysey and others of the 
three-eighth inch Tudor beam, the gable, 
the chimney, the pantiles and the three 
foot gap between one house and the next, 
ind the isolation of the housewife, has 
blinded us to the declining standard of 
this suburban movement. In fact, stan- 
dardisation of elements, amenity, beauty, 
ind ndividuality of houses can be 
compatible if not synonymous. Le Cor- 
busier answered similar criticism of his 
mass produced housing, and said: ‘ Mass 
produced houses? Quite naturally so, 
n the case of any other period where a

By adopting some degree of modular 
standardisation we can again create the 
architecture of a town with 
parks and streets, that is admirable at 
Bath or Pompeii; and together with thi 
we can provide a solution which has a 
structure geared to the rapidly changing 
requirements of the society, and mass 
production methods. At the tim 
the prefabricated system can be adapted 
to the requirements of the individual, as 
in refined Japanese house construction 
(4). The occupant of the house can have 
some choice as to the arrangement of the 
rooms within the columnar grid, and can 
express his individuality between the 
columns of the facade. The arrangement 
of balconies, windows, and panel in 
fillings of plastics, wood, glass block 
timber, can be of his own choosing. Such 
infilling cam be quickly assembled with 
the use of screws and mastic jointing

Strips, as has been demonstrated in the 
construction of full size mock-ups. 

Thus the prefabricated system can be 
in its own right as an aesthetic 
and not as an unfortunate necessity.

field of house production will increase the 
output of housing and reduce costs. 
Between the precast extruded colum- 
nar structure one can arrange walls and 
services at will. The eventual success or 
failure of a flexible system will depend 
upon the detailed design of such extru- 
sions and their junctions with inexpen- 
sive Gypunit or other panel systems 
Poor tolerances in concrete are generally 
expected by pessimistic manufacturers 
and builders, but in fact, as Stephen 
Revesz says (5), such standards are much 
better on the continent, where half-inch 
steel moulds are used for shuttering, and 
concrete is handled under factory con- 
ditions on a production line basis. At 
present the most economical form of con- 
struction involves using wall slabs into 
which doors and windows are precast, 
but such a solution does not allow for 
the development of cheap infilling panels 
of high performance, nor for the essen- 
tial flexibility that should be involved in 
house design, and which is provided by 
cruciform columnar structures (Fig. 5). 
The prefabricated service components

Dry bolting of precast elements with in situ jointing to 
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are placed in a central location on the 
modular grid, allowing for the flexibility 
of plan around these vertical units. The 
advantage of using a clip-on plumbing 
unit and a standard vertical location for 
pipework can be seen in the twelve pos- 
sible bathroom types illustrated (Fig. 10) 
The service unit should be conceived as 
something that is essentially prefabricated 
and capable of removal or replacement 
subsequent to the initial construction of 
the housing. It should be possible for 
the occupant to have his bathroom or kit- 
arrangements altered easily with- 
out the conventional pile of rubbish and 
old pipework. Baths, showers and sinks 
be capable of plugging in dry to 
knock-outs in the service units. 
When the pattern of housing is truly 
designed for flexibility, then the advan 
of prefabricated systems can be 
appreciated, and the houses can be de 
signed for the individual with some 
altruism. (Fig. 6, 7, 8, 9.) Ruth Glass, in 
her survey of Middlesbrough (6), demon- 
strates the need for an adeauate distri 
bution of housing types within any one 
area. One can only avoid a similar re 
dundancy to Victorian housing by mak- 
ing even this distribution flexible. 
Young and Willmot (7) point out that 
people should have as much choice of 
residence as possible. The choice offered 
by the pedestrian scale terrace street is 
usually far greater than that offered by 
municipal housing estates whether it be 
in high rise apartments or in detached

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Car Parking in Central Edinburgh 


Immediate and Long Term Proposals to Meet a Worsening Situation

THE PARKING PROBLEM in central Edin- 
b is already serious and will become 
W as car ownership increases, as new 


commercial development attracts further 
traffic and as the Forth Road Bridge 
brings problems of its own. Frustration 
and irritation await the visitor or shopper 
who tries to park anywhere in the central 
area; shortage of parking space is parti- 
cularly acute on Saturday mornings and 
during the tourist season. 

Edinburgh is fortunate in having wide 
roads in the New Town, allowing reason- 
able traffic flow to be maintained despite 
kerb-side parking, largely by commuters, 


who leave their cars standing for long 
periods In order to keep the traffic 
moving, the police attempt to control 


street parking but both the application 
enforcement of restrictions are in- 
consistent. The parking meters proposed 
Town Council for St. Andrew 
square, Charlotte-square and George- 
street will substitute one kind of parker 
for another, but will not solve the prob- 
lem of the general shortage of parking 
space; fewer vehicles will in fact be able 
to park at any one time if meters 
are installed. 

There are few signs as yet of economic 
stagnation being forced on the central 
of the city by its traffic and parking 
in comparison with cities such

as London and Glasgow, Edinburgh's 
problems have scarcely begun—but un- 
doubtedly business interests and the 


general well-being of the area will suffer 
unless something clearsighted is done 
immediately. It is the committee’s con 
viction that provision for parking should 
the Town Council’s plan for 
cemmercial development and 


be part of 
traffic flow 
amenity. 

The haphazard erection of permanent 
and costly car-parks on sites which at the 
time appear expedient may well lead not 
only to the possible destruction of price- 
less human amenities but also to the 
misdirected growth of commercial centres 
on awkward and uneconomic sites badly 
integrated with the rest of the city. A 
good overall plan is essential. Edinburgh’s 
trafic plan and development plan are 
shortly coming under review; the traffic 
plan will be based on surveys to be made 
this summer, before the opening of the 
Forth Road Bridge. Whatever general 
proposals the Town Council may make, 
their implementation cannot be expected 
to begin for two to three years. Mean- 
while, a parking problem exists and 
increases. 


Objectives and Proposals 


The immediate objective is to provide 
additional parking space to meet the 
needs of the city centre without loss of 
amenity and without prejudice to future 





development. The long term policy is to 
encourage the Town Council to plan 
boldly and imaginatively for parking, as 
part of their plan for the development of 
the roads and general structure, 
and to offer them support and assistance. 

The committee propose for considera 
tion in the immediate future: (a) That 
many of the streets of the New Town and 
West End, and one or two streets of the 
Old Town, could well be converted to 
one-way traffic. The chief advantage of 
this measure is its flexibility—it may be 
sufficient to apply it only partially, or 
temporarily, * until adequate off-street 
parking can be found by other means. (b) 
Surface parking on temporary sites, the 
following sites in the central area being 
considered suitable for temporary con- 
version to car parks: Greenside demoli- 
tion area, St. James’s-square demolition 
area, Jeffrey-street site, National Gallery 
hard standing, and Stevenlaw’s-close, 
lackfriars-street and Dickson’s-court in 
High-street area. (c) Adjoining 
owners of properties in the central area 
should be encouraged to collaborate in 
the formation of small car parks in their 
back gardens. (d) The committee strongly 
recommends that the parking of touring 
coaches in the centre of the city should 
be stopped. Such coaches could be 
parked in areas such as Marine-gardens, 
Annandale-street, the SRU parking 
ground at Murrayfield and Meadowbank.

needs The objects of 
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control in shopping areas, states the com 
mittee’s report, are to traffic flow 
and to facilitate parking for short periods. 
Extra kerbside parking is a useful tem- 
porary expedient, but the eventual aims 
should be to dissuade the commuter from 
leaving his car on the streets and to pro 
vide him instead with off-street parking 
space. To achieve this, the Town Council 
should encourage owners to co-operate in 
building small multi-storey car parks in 
Suitable areas, and might subsidise their 
construction from the proceeds of park 
ing meters. (The Road Traffic and Roads 
Improvement Act, 1960, gives them 
power to do this.) Car parks of this 
type would be designed to deal only with 
the local parking needs of the area. As 
an example, the sites between Rose- and 
Thistle-streets and their lanes would be 
ideally suited for double-row parking, 
50 ft.-55 ft. wide and four storeys high 
This proposal is made for the New Town 
on the assumption that its general street 
pattern and character of use will be 
planned to continue much as they are at 
present.

Suggesting two further long term pro 
posals, the committee points out that the 
plan for parking and commercial develop 
ment in the city centre depends on use 
being made of large areas of ground in 
key positions presently held by British 
Railways. To this end British Railways 
have already been approached and it is 
intended to pursue the matter further. 

On a question of planned development 
the committee states that new commercial 
centres of the city should be boldly 
planned to meet the requirements of this 
and future generations. The exploitation 
of modern planning techniques (pedes 
trian segregation at high level, with roads 
and covered parking below, the develop 
ment of large land units, well-conceived 
road routes and public transport services, 
etc.) could ensure that future demands 
for parking and circulation do not 
to chaos.

Five Counties Building Consortium 


Pooled Research 


AS BRIEFLY REPORTED in ‘ The Builder’ of 
August 4 five county authorities are plan- 
ning to join a proposed building consor- 
tium, The object of the scheme is that 
the authorities concerned agree to pool 
their resources on a standard method of 
design and construction for building pro- 
jects, particularly schools. Each county 
would provide two or three assistant 
architects to work on _ research on 
different parts of the design and eventu- 
ally to produce a prefabricated building 
to be built from numerous standardised 
components and sections. 

The authorities concerned would then 
agree to embody these components in 
their buildings and to specify them for 
use in individual projects when tenders 
are invited. 

Reporting on this proposal Gloucester- 
shire county finance committee states 
that it has received information about the 
working of a similar consortium already 
established by another group of authori-

ties and is satisfied that the system leads 
to a saving in time and money on con- 
racts and assists to solve the increasing 
difficulties caused by the shortage of 
labour. This view, the committee adds, 
is supported by the Ministry of Educa 
tion. 


West Sussex county education com 
mittee reports that in order to cope with 
the major and minor building pro- 


grammes for 1961/62 and 1962/63 pend 
ing the establishment of a consortium, 
consideration has had to be given to the 
use of a prefabricated system of construc 
tion for certain projects. The committee 
has previously authorised the use of the 
Anderson A75 system, and this is to be 
used for the proposed new Singleton 
Church of England 3-class school. A75 
construction for the other projects is 
under discussion with the makers. The 
county councils concerned are Shropshire, 
Hampshire, Gloucestershire, West Sussex 
and Dorset.

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Other Problems 


ADOLESCENTS Most of the young 
people of the new towns at present are of 
school age and so far the need has been 
for junior youth clubs and_ similar 
organisations. By the late sixties, how- 
ever, there will be, in each of the larger 
towns, up to ten thousand adolescents 
between the ages of 15 and 21, most of 
them in local employment and with plenty 
of leisure time. Swimming bath, sports 
facilities, cinema, dance hall, coffee bars, 
concert halls and central club premises 
are all aspects of the town’s growth which 
the corporation and local authorities 
should aim to secure by the time there is 
a sufficient population to support them 
In most towns some or all of these are 
in the programme for the next few years’ 
development. One particularly important 
feature will be the technical college or 
college of further education, to which it 
is hoped a large proportion of the young 
people of a new town will belong. They 
are al] sited in or near the town centre, 
and each is equipped with an excellent 
hall, stage, gymnasium, canteen, playing 
fields and other facilities. 

JOBS IN INDUSTRY: The eight new 
towns, Basildon, Bracknell, Crawley, Har 
low, Hatfield, Hemel Hempstead, Steven 
age and Welwyn Garden City, were 
intended to relieve congestion in the 
Greater London area by arranging for 
industry as well as people to move out 
The report records that, once well started, 
these new towns have had no difficulty 
in attracting suitable industry, and they 
are now generally in the position to be 
fairly selective. The four provincial new 
towns (Corby, Newton Aycliffe, Peter 
lee and Cwmbran) were linked with 
previously established local industries, but 
in some of them new industry is needed 
to provide diversity of employment and 
additional jobs for women, 

JOBS IN OFFICES: Except at Hemel 
Hempstead, large office organisations 
have, until quite recently, shown little 
interest in new probably 
because of the difficulty in the early years 
in recruiting suitable staff, especially 
junior staff, locally. There is evidence of 
greater interest today, with nearly 4m 
sq. ft. of office space under construction 

almost as much as the total area so far 
completed. This interest is likely to grow 
as employers become aware of the advan- 
tages of setting up offices in towns with 
a young and growing population and 
excellent schools and technical colleges 
Towards the end of the year the Minister 
wrote personally to some two hundred 
chairmen of companies with large offices 
in central London, drawing their attention 
to the opportunities offered by the new 
towns. 

The development corporations have 
provided office accommodation (in addi- 
tion to that included in factory premises) 
in the form of buildings specially designed 
to meet the needs of particular organisa- 
tions, and have also erected some build- 
ings as a speculative venture. Despite 
some misgivings, these have readily let on 
satisfactory terms. Various Government 
Departments have established or intend to 
establish branches in the new towns. 

YOUTH EMPLOYMENT: Because of the 


the towns, 


abnormal age structure of the new town 
populations the number of children reach- 
ing school-leaving age, expressed as a 
percentage of the total population, has 
been and still is below the national aver 
ge. But whereas the national annual 
average will settle down at something 
like 1.4 per cent after the ‘ bulge’ has 
passed, in the new towns the percentage 
will generally go on rising (in some towns 
into the middle ’seventies) reaching levels 
of perhaps 2.3 per cent in some towns 
before it begins to decline. During this 
period, when large numbers of school- 
leavers will be looking for jobs, there will 
be relatively few retirements. For the 
most part, therefore, local employment 
can be provided only by the expansion of 
existing industry and the introduction of 
new factories, laboratories and offices, and 
the expected but not easily stimulated 
development of the service industries 
Schemes for training young people in 
industry and commerce wil! be particu 
larly important in the new towns 

COMMISSION FOR NEW TOWNS: The new 
Towns Act, 1959, provides for the setting 
up of a single commission for England 
ind Wales—known as the Commission 
for the New Towns—which will take 
over the assets and liabilities of each of 
the development corporations as it com- 
pletes its work. The report envisages the 
setting up of the Commission towards 
the end of 1961. The Minister has 
innounced his intention of transferring 
to the jurisdiction of the Commission in 
1962 the two towns of Crawley and 
Hemel Hempstead.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON LOCAL GOVERN 
MENT IN GREATER LONDON: The Royal 
Commission report, presented to Parlia 
ment last October, recommended far 
reaching changes in the structure of local 
government in the Greater London area, 
in particular the regrouping of existing 
authorities to form about 50 Greater 
London boroughs with populations of be 
tween 100.000 and 250.000 and the con 
stitution of a Council for Greater London 
In November, 1960, the Minister told 
Parliament that the Government were 
anxious that the Commission's broad 
design should be studied first rather than 
the many points of detail, and in the 
same month he invited authorities 
and other public bodies principally con 
cerned to put forward their views on the 
report Meanwhile, the Government 
began their own study and announced 
that no decisions would be reached until 
the local authorities and other bodies had 
had an opportunity of expressing their 
views. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT COMMISSION FOR 
ENGLAND: By the end of the year the 
Commission had eight review areas, in 
cluding three special review areas, in 
various stages of examination. The Com 
mission’s draft proposals for the East and 
West Midlands general review areas and 
the West Midlands review area 
were in February, 1960, and by 
the end of the year the Commission were 
formulating final proposals for the three 
areas

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CLEAN AIR A summary of local 
authority smoke control programmes ob 
tained as a result of a made by 
the Minister in 1959 that local 
authorities plan to 24m. premises 
and 400,000 acres smoke control 
orders by the end of 1963. The final 
objective of the programmes was to cover 
nearly 6m. premises and over Im. acres 
The summary was published in a Com 
mand paper in July, and local authorities 
were asked to review progress in smoke 
control. During the year under review 
188 smoke control orders covering 30,605 
and 217,238 premises con 
firmed by the Minister. By the end of 
the year 383 orders relating to 57,537 
acres and 380,553 premises had been con 
firmed since the coming into operation in 
December, 1956, of the relevant parts of 
the Clean Air Act.

SLUM CLEARANCE: In 1960, 57,000 unfit 
houses were demolished or closed, com 
pared with 60,000 in 1959. The number 
of persons rehoused rose slightly to 
158,000 as against 155,000 in 1959. By 
the end of 1960—the last year of the first 
five-year programme of slum clearance 
launched in 1956—local authorities had 
dealt with nearly 260,000 houses and had 
rehoused about 750,000 people. The 
report states that although this fel] short 
of the target [375,000 houses to be cleared 
in the five years] it was nevertheless an 
mpressive achievement 

IMPROVEMENT GRANTS: Grants for the 
improvement or conversion of nearly 
131,000 dwellings were made during the 
year. This figure compares with a total 
of 34,000 in 1958 and nearly 79,000 in 
1959; the big increase in the rate of 
improvement was largely due to the 
encouragement given by the new standard 
grants introduced in 1959 

HOUSING PROGRAMMI 269,000 houses 
were completed in England and Wales 
during the year—about 20,000 more than 
in 1959 162,000 private houses were 
completed (146,000 in 1959) and the 
numbers started were even higher 
176,000 (164,000 in 1959). In the public 
sector, 107,000 houses were completed in 
1960—slightly more than in 1959; but the 
number started, 105,000, was 21,000 
below the previous The 


year’s figure 


proportion of flats to houses completed 
increased slightly during 1960 to 42.4 per 
cent of the total, compared with 40.6 per 
in 1959 

HOUSING FOR OLD PEOPLE

tion of one-bedroom dwellings built by 
local authorities again increased in 1960 
to over 27,000. This represented just over 
a quarter of all local authority house 
building compared with 22,000 or 22 per 
cent of the total in 1959, and 10 per cent 
five years ago

Ihe Professional Contribution 

During the past 60 years, the profes- 
sional side of the industry has apparently 
done very little to encourage the use of 
instruments on this possibly has 
arisen because in his contract the builder 
takes over the responsibility for the 
accuracy of the work. The truth may as 
well be faced that none of our institutions 
embracing surveying have concerned 
themselves much with the surveying of 
sites or the intricacies of setting-out. The 
other side to this is that the constant 
drive for the use of instruments has risen 
from the foremen and the men who set 
out, as well as from the contractors. 
From the earliest days it has been the 
industry that, of its own accord, has 
explored and indeed struggled with a 
variety of old instruments in the search 
for more accurate and quicker ways by 
which building operations can be 
accelerated. 

Today construction is being taken to 
vertical heights unheard of during the 
pre-war 1939-45 years. On the profes- 
sional side, however, despite the indivi- 
dual worry as to verticality of new 
structures when completed, no move 
seemingly is made to explore or investi- 
gate any instrumental aid which could 
assist. The headaches exist today, and 
they will be very much more painful as 
heights are increased in the future. 
Surely we should not allow the approach 
to economic construction to drift along 
as in the past and at a similar speed 
the use of instruments. 

As an example of this one wonders 
how many there are in the professions, 
and in the industry for that matter, who 
are aware that there is an instrument in 
prototype form which is designed to pro- 
vide on vertical setting out—or checking 
of work—a degree of accuracy within plus 
or minus one second of an arc (for the un- 
initiated this is equivalent to 0.006 in. in 
100 ft.). This kind of accuracy has been 
achieved at the experimental stage so one 
may well envisage an improvement even 
on n the f 


sites;

this future. 

The interest in instruments has arisen 
not only from the industry itself but from 
our manufacturers who, through fore- 
sight and initiative (seemingly with more 
knowledge of our requirements than 
those who build), have always tried to 
supply the needs of the industry—with 
little guidance. We now have a wide 
range of instruments, which could have 
been developed more economically if 
greater interest had been taken by all 
concerned. The professional surveyors 
have appeared disinterested not only in 
the surveying aspects of construction 
work, but also in the intricacies of set- 
ting-out Furthermore, despite the con- 
tinuous talk of economic construction 
and the need for reduced costs, this mat- 
ter has been given little or no attention. 


They have not kept pace with the 
speed of change in construction, nor 
deemed to accept or play any part in this 
field. Seemingly they have for 60 years 
sat ‘on the touchline’ and in a kind of 
exclusive manner watched the few players 
who have had the courage to experiment 
in the use of instruments. Most cer- 
tainly they have uttered no word of 
guidance in a collective manner; only the 
odd individual has risen on occasions to 
expound upon their uses—a pebble in a 
vast ocean of knowledge 

Since accuracy and speed in construc- 
tion are important and concern every- 
one in the industry, should our surveyors 
not have got together in the past—no 
matter to which body they may be 
attached in membership—to explore 
properly the use of instruments in con 
Struction surveying? 

It could be assumed since no action 
has been taken that the subject is of 
minor interest. 


Yet an instrument has 
been developed which will assist in ver- 
tical building to such an extent that it 
cannot be ignored. One cannot brush 
off the intricate setting-out problems of 
today when work has to be carried out 
in very short periods of time. Accuracy 
in construction having some importance, 
one wonders what is being done in our 
colleges, technical and training 
places to teach the student the needs of 
a modern approach to building. Do 
we continue to teach for example the use 
of the chain, the ranging rod, triangula 
tion and so on the ancient routine, 
or do we acknowledge the developments 
of the past years and teach, not only 
the meaning of accuracy, but just how this 
achieved? 
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Hit and Miss Methods 


The days of ‘ near enough’ being ‘ good 
enough’ have passed long yet 
still teach the student in the beginning 
that the triangulation method, the chain 
and the ranging rods are useful. We give 
him a little exercise in field surveying, 
with a run-out on the level and staff, and 
later expect him to able to deal in 
eighths of an inch, which the experienced 
know are not accurate enough. We show 
him a plummet and a piece of string and

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later expect him to see a multi-storey 
building is set out dead plumb. Even 
though he may be taught how to use a 
theodolite on a field survey this is of 
little use to him when he has to set the 
plumb of form-work 

It is therefore evident 
whole we do not even try to bring into 
the industry surveyors and engineers 
with up-to-date experience and knowledge 
of instruments and their uses in all fields. 
Frankly, we are flogging a dead horse and 
building up trouble ahead. Accuracy, 
without question, is the essence of rapid 
construction, and we are foolish to con 
tinue to ignore the rightful contribution 
which could be made. Instrument usage 
on building sites is a field which, if it is 
not fully studied at an early hour by the 
professional surveyors will surely in the 
course of time bring the pointing finger 
of shame. Time passes all too rapidly, 
but it is not too late to get together in 
what cai be seen with half an eye is a 
necessary service.

Conclusion 


If the foregoing is considered by some 
as criticism, then let it be said that that 
is precisely what it is. Nevertheless, it 
would be foolish to criticise without offer 
ing a helpful alternative. If there should 
be any individual surveyors of experience, 
or professional bodies who feel a respon 
sible interest in this kind of service, the 
writer will be pleased to hear from them 
and arrange a meeting. Ideas and ex 
perience may then be pooled, and possi 
bly offered to all those concerned with 
construction work, surveying, and setting 
out. The very least that could arise 
would be knowledge, and even if it were 
not accepted at least the service will have 
been rendered. 

Personally, I regard this matter of in 
strument usage in all fields of construc 
tion work as being of the utmost import 
With 40-odd years of experience 
unafraid to say what I feel to be 
the truth. I could, of course, be wrong, 
because the concensus of opinion may 
still feel the whole business is best ‘left 
to George,’ whoever he may be. You!

Private House Building 
Ministry of Works Inquiry 


THE MINISTRY OF WORKS has recently 
carried out the third inquiry into private 
house building. The result of the in- 
quiry shows that private firms engaged on 
building houses for sale on their own ini 
tiative started work on 59,000 houses 
during the first half of this year, and ex- 
pect to 60,000 during the 
second half of the year, making a total 
of 119,000 houses for the year as a whole 

In the previous inquiry held in Novem 
ber last year contractors expected to start 
131,000 houses during 1961 the main 
reasons for the shortfall this year were 
stated to be delays in planning consents, 
shortages of land, and purchasers’ diffi 
culties in obtaining mortgages.

Open Tendering Advocated 


Council Criticised for Reliance on Selected Firms 


FROM 


4 MEMBER of Epsom and Ewell Council 
recently accused the Council's com 
mittees of ‘wholesale avoidance’ of 
standing orders and stated that of 93 
contracts placed with the borough dur- 
ing the past two years, steps were taken 
to prevent 54 of them being publicly 
advertised for tender. 

‘The list of selected firms drawn up 
on those occasions was put before com- 
mittees most of whose members knew 
nothing about the contracting business 
and who had to be led by officials and 
by those members who did,’ claimed the 
member, ALD. H. W. CUSHINE. 

‘I feel strongly,’ he went on, ‘ that the 
proper course is to invite tenders for all 
major works by public advertisement. I 
am familiar with the arguments against 
this but we must be beyond all suspicion.’ 

Ald. Cushine, who was trying to block 
a move by the Council to waive once 
again the standing orders, which call for 
public advertising for tenders, was de- 
feated by 19 votes to 9. 

‘In 1949,’ the alderman told the 
Council, ‘when the corporation’s stand- 
ing orders were last revised in detail, we 
incorporated the form of standing orders 
relating to contracts which had been 
recommended by the Ministry. 

‘These require contracts over £500 in 
value to be advertised in the local news- 


papers and tenders invited. Contracts 
exceeding £1,000 in amount are also 
advertised in the trade journals which 


circulate among those who undertake the 
particular class of work concerned.’ 

Ald. Cushine then said that in his ex 
perience where standing orders were sus- 
pended and tenders invited from selected 
firms the principal officer concerned sub 
mitted a list of suggested firms which 
might or might not be considered in de- 
tail by the appropriate committee, most 
f whom would have no knowledge of the 
trade concerned. Moreover, he thought 
that if invitations to tender were con- 
fined to a small circle of big contractors 
or local firms, no new enterprise would

ever get the chance to make a start. 

‘I am familiar with the favourite argu 
ment of those who support selected ten 
ders,’ he went on, ‘which is that the 
tenderers in answer to public 
advertisements sometimes do shoddy work 
and require endless supervision. Frankly 
I do not believe this. There are no doubt 
both good and bad and we can surely 
check up with previous employers in the 
majority before we are com- 
mitted. I would strongly prefer the posi- 
tion to be publicly beyond any unjust 
suspicion that we are showing favours 
either to a group of contractors or to 
individuals however deserving they may 
be.”

Other members of the Council gave 
reasons for the suspension of standing 
orders including one that not everybody 
who tendered following public advertise- 
ment could be depended on to do a good 
job and the lowest tenderers were often 
men of straw. CLLR. R. NOTT Said that 
the building trade had been under tre- 
mendous pressure over the past two years 
and builders would not contract for local 
authority work anyway.

Building Costs in USA 
with Structural Steel 


A NATIONAL stTuDY of framed buildings in 
the USA, initiated by the American 
Bridge Division of United States Steel to 
find reliable time and cost figures for new 
building works, has shown that when the 
effect of earlier occupancy is taken into 
account the steel-framed building costs 
less than any of its rivals, writes a 
correspondent. 

A total of 102 buildings erected and 
occupied between January 1, 1958, and 
November 30, 1960, was selected at 
random throughout the United States by 
an impartial construction survey special- 
ist. It included 47 office buildings, 22 in 
steel and 25 in reinforced concrete. Their 
respective construction speeds showed an 
advantage of nearly 40 per cent for steel 
work. The total site construction costs 
showed a slight balance in favour of 
concrete but this was outweighed by the 
additional revenue arising from earlier 
completion.

buildings studied—-22 
in steelwork and 33 in concrete-—-showed 
that construction speeds for steelwork 
were 35 per cent faster and total con 
struction costs 12 per cent less. The 
results provide convincing evidence that 
important revenue may be expected more 
quickly from a multi-storey building 
framed in structural steel.

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Fire Research in 1960 


High Fire Incidence in Temporary Post-War Dwellings 


FIRE BRIGADES in the United Kingdom 
attended about 130,300 fires in 1960 
which cost (according to * The Times’ 
estimates) some £44m. These figures are 
given in the 1960 report of the Joint Fire 
Research Organisation published on 
August 4 (HMSO, price 5s. 6d.). While 
the number of fires is not nearly so high 
as in 1959, when there were 240,000 
(about half being of the heath or grassland 
variety), fire costs have hardly varied 
and remain at a disturbingly high level. 
Since the war the Joint Fire Research 
Organisation has been carrying out 
periodic studies to see whether changing 
materials and methods are affecting the 
fire hazards of post-war dwellings. The 
findings, covering the years 1947 to 1956, 
are that temporary post-war dwellings 
have a rather higher fire incidence at 
nineteen per 10,000 dwellings a year com- 
pared with sixteen for dwellings of all 
types (both post-war and pre-war). On 
the other hand permanent non-traditional 
post-war dwellings have a better fire 
record (eight per 10,000 a year). 

Fires due to electricity continue to in- 
crease as the consumption of electricity 
Studies have been made of fires 
electrical apparatus and supply 
installations. Forty-four per cent of all 
these fires occurred in dwellings. Sixty- 
five per cent of all electrical installation 
fires were due to the failure of cable or 
flex; about three-quarters of these being 
due to broken insulation resulting from 
mechanical causes, moisture, heat, chemi-

Oil Burning Appliances 

The JFRO is collecting and analysing 
information about the hazards of oil- 
burning appliances. This work is not yet 
complete, but an interim study of 1959 
Fire Brigade reports shows that fires asso- 
ciated with oil-burning appliances of all 
types have continued to increase. There 
were 5,442 such fires in 1959 compared 


with 3,412 in 1956, but until the results 
of the detailed survey are available, it is 
not possible to apportion responsibility 
between causes and types of appliance. 
It should be noted that these figures 
relate to a period before the new models 
of domestic heaters constructed in 
accordance with the new British Stan- 
dard Specification—were available. 


The Growth of Fire 


It is now becoming possible by means 
of small laboratory fires to predict the 
size of flames from full-scale fires. This 
will find application, for example, in pre- 
dicting the effect of flames from a burning 
building on the intensity of heat radia- 
tion transmitted across a street, and 
hence on the exposure hazard to neigh- 
bouring buildings. 


Perforated Brick Walls 


Much interest has been shown in the 
BRS perforated bricks by the building 
industry. A programme of fire tests 
undertaken jointly with the Building 
Research Station has now been com- 
pleted. It has shown that without plaster 
the perforated brick satisfies model by 
law requirements for small dwellings. 
Where higher standards required 
they can be met by an appropriate choice 
of plaster.

Audible Warning Devices 


The Laboratory's investigations of the 
effectiveness of various audible fire warn- 
ing devices have been completed. Dif- 
ferent warning sounds were studied 
against a background noise of a heavy 
diesel lorry, and it is quite clear that 
audibility depends solely on loudness 
irrespective of the nature of the sound. 
Of the equipment at present available, a 
four-horn system is the best; a two-tone 
horn system comes second; and a steady 
note siren is a poor third. The present 
fire bell is even worse. 


Safety for Building Workers in China 


Enforcement of Inspections Throughout the Industry 


FROM OUR FAR EAST CORRESPONDENT 


WITH THE INCREASE in China's national 
construction and the building of factories, 
hospitals, schools and workers’ housing, 
thousands of operatives new to the com- 
plex conditions and procedures encoun- 
tered on building sites gave rise to safety 
problems. Pre-fabricated steel and pre- 
cast concrete sections set in place by 
cranes, welding processes, hazards of 
high structures, led in the summer of 
1959 to the enforcement of safey 
measures and inspections throughout the 
industry. 

In 1960 a ‘ten preventions and one 
eradication’ scheme was instituted and 


trained safety technicians from the Minis- 
Building and 


tries of Health, Labour, 





Public Security kept constant observation 
on major projects to check on careless 
workers and dangerous building methods. 
The careless workers were called to 
attend meetings where the error of their 
ways was explained, and new facilities 
were designed to eliminate dangers. 

Red flags are now put up at danger 
spots. Safety slogans on big-character 
posters (often written as punishment by a 
careless worker) are freely used on sites. 
Helmets, safety belts, and nets are in 
general use; wood scaffolding is being 
replaced by larger moveable platforms ; 
smoking is not allowed except in desig- 
nated areas and then only during an 
official break. To facilitate this measure,

in some areas, small trailer-houses of 
asbestos cement are wheeled on to a job, 
to accommodate 8 or 10 workers who 
wish to smoke during their rest-break. 
Construction agencies are required to 
purchase, out of a percentage of their 
annual budget, nets, belts, raincoats, 
gloves, goggles and masks, whilst the 
Central Government often provides the 
more costly safety devices. 

Workers’ committees have been set up 
to carry out a ‘three checks and one 
meeting’ system, whereby at the begin- 
ning and end of every shift there is an 
inspection of scaffolding, machinery and 
site conditions, reported on at a forum 
where problems can be discussed. Elec- 
trical equipment and high structures come 
in for special attention by safety tech- 
nicians, whilst once every six months 
workers on high operations have a com- 
plete physical overhaul as a check on 
blood pressure and heart disease. 

A permanent National Safety Exhibi- 
tion, set up in Peking two years ago, is 
now to include safety devices for building 
sites and inspectors from various parts 
of China will visit it to hear lectures and 
study the exhibits before returning to 
their own areas where they will organise 
classes and formulate safety rules for 
particular projects.

As with all solid fuel appliances, cor- 
rect installation is important and refer- 
ence should be made to Code of Prac- 
tice 403, ‘Open fires, heating stoves and 
cookers burning solid fuel.’ Steves 
claimed to comply with this standard 
must carry sufficient marking to enable 
the manufacturer and model to be iden- 
tified and the number of the standard 
must also appear on a label attached to 
the stove, and/or in its container and/ot 
on the instruction cards supplied.
